We have read with interest your letter of January 
Sth in regard to the interview you had with ur. Pouncney, the 
Colonial Treasurer of the above Government , relative to our 
furnishing them with small money notes. 

Together with your letter we duly received the 
two Ten Cent Notes and, in accordance with your request, we are 
now preparing a model - made up similar to the Small Money notes 
we prepared for the Bank of Chine and the Bank of Communications. 

It is our idea to prepare a model with steel face 
and multicolor printing on back; on the face we propose showing 
a stock vignette of a cotton or rice scene - and on the back simply 
multicolor lathe work design. We will endeavor to make the price 
for these notes as low as possible in view of what you tell us in 
your letter, and will advise you what this price wikl be at the time 
we forward our model. 

With regard to your remarks as to whether we would con- 
sent to lithograph a small money note for them - we would point out 
that under no circumstances would we furnish a lithographed note and 
do not care to establish any precedent in this case,- since lithographed 


notes can be counterfeited too easily.

I received the models made for the above at Singapore on 
my way home from Java, and agree with you that the models are most at- 
tractive. 


On calling at the Colonial Office however I found that Mr. 
Pountney the Treasurer had gone home on leave, and that they had a new 
Supply of ten cent notes just sent out from De La Kue of London. I have 
& specimen of this note in my papers which are in the safe deposit and which 
Specimen I will send you as soon as I get it out. This new note is dated 
October 1919, and I did not call there wntil December 1919, at which time 
Mr. Pountney made no mention of having ordered any notes in England. 


2) the Deputy in charge knew nothing of the matter, but was 
much pleased with the appearance of the models. He could however do 
nothing until Mr. Pountney's return, which will be in about six months, 
so rather than take the risk of losing the models, I brought them back with 
me and will take the matter up by correspondence when the Treasurer comes 
back to Singapore. 


I did not receive any reply to my cable asking for price 
on these notes by the Major process, which under the circumstances was just 
as well. 


I cannot quite understand why the Colonial ireasurer should 
in December, have led me to think he would give us an order and asked for 
models if he knew notes were already being prepared in London. ‘The new 
notes arrived in Singapore the latter part of March. There is much com 
plaint about and criticism of all the money issued by the Straits, and it 

ee) would not surpise me if eventually we did some business with them. uch 
of the Java money gets to the Straits and they compare that with their own 
notes to the disadvantage of the latter.

The gemine note preparea by Thomas de La Rue & Company was 
printed from steel engraved plates, purple color being used for both face 
3) and back. The face of the note carries a simple diagonal ruled double tint 
with some pantograph work in the lower part printed by offset in orange and 
green colors. The back carries in addition to the steel engraved printing, 
& cycloid tint printed in yellow and blocked out to create a ray effect. In 
the lower right hand corner, a watermark of a lion's head appears. 


The counterfeit was produced from photographic enlargements 
redrawn with pen and ink, The lathe work in the original note is of such 
& coarse nature thetlends itself to simple photographic reproduction. 


The vignettes on the original are extremely crude being single 
line work which offers the best of opportunities to reproduce by photography. 


The entire steel engravings of the original have been handled 
by workmen entirely unfamiliar with the possibilities of steel engraved work. 
© Being very flat in appearance and regardless of the various character of work 
it contains no gradation of color or contrasts are evident, 


The counterfeit quite faithfully follows the original and shows 
evidence of some hand work. 


The diagonal ruled double tints on the face of the counterfeit 
are printea from type plates, heavier in weight and stronger in color. The 
tints have been carried unuer the vignette entirely, which on the original 
is different, the tint having been blocked out in Places. This was done in 
the original note so as to aad color effect to the vignette to brighten it 
up owing to the poor handling of the engraving, 

A new way to counterfeit watermarks has been usea in this case. 
The lion's head has been paintea with chinese white on the paper in position 
and then slightly rubbed or pressed down. It bears a slight resemblance to 
the original, having lost the variations in tones from the original.

The number ing. on the counterfeit appears to have been done 
in two printings. The 3 40 from a photo engraved plate and the balance 
of the number from stock type. 


The paper used for the counterfeit consists of three pieces 
pasted together to match the paper of the original. This possibly was 
done to avoid registration of the tick with the face by printing the face 
and back seperately and then pasting them together. 

This work of the counterfeit could have been done by a workman 
with some little knowledge of photomechanical processes, very easily, owing 
to the character of the work in the original note.
